FARMERS LOOKING FOR 
“HEA WHEAT YIELDS 


With abundant moisture reported 
from districts in all parts of South- 
ern Alberta, and genera, conditions 
the most favorable in many years, 
farmers are looking forward to 
heavy crops, despite the dangers as- 
sociated with a late seeding season, 
according to crop reports received at 
the week end. 


Wheat seeding has been com- 
pleted in all areas, crops showing an 
excellent stand, and early sown 
wheat showing from three to six 
‘inches above the ground. Coarse 
grains will be all in about the end of 
the coming week. 

Early extensive threats of daniage 
by cutworms have failed to material- 
ize to any marked extent, and actuai 
loss either by these pests or by grass 
hoppers ‘has been negligible to date. 
Rains in areas menaced by cutworms 
‘appear to have held back their rav- 
ages during the most dangerous 
period. 


Pastures and gardens are in better 
condition than for many seasons, and 
livestock. everywhere is recovering 
rapidly. from the ravages of a severe 
winter. Frost and hail has taken a 


light toll of grdens in some divisions, 
but crops generally escaped owing 
to the slight growth.

How to Figure 
. Cost of Crops 


In Bulletin 159 “Cost of. Producing 
Farm Crops in the Prairie Provin- 
ces”, just issued by the Experimental 
Farms Branch of the Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture, the follow- 
ing interesting paragraph appears: 

“The most important factor, per- 
haps, in reducing the cost of produc- 
tion is to secure larger yields per 
acre,’ Most of the items of expense 
incurred in growing a crop are the 
same whether the crop be smal! ut 
large while only a few items vaiy 
directly with tthe yield. The expenses 
for rent or use of the land, taxes, 
preparation of the soil, seed, seeding, 
machinery and most of the harvest- 
ing costs are the same irrespective 
of the yield. It is clear-gain, there- 
fore, to secure as largd¢“yields as ae 
economically possible. While .it is 
true that the weather, and especially 
the rainfall, plays a very dominant 
part in producing good yields and 
that no human control is possib'e 
over it, nevertheless, there are many 
other ways of increasing yields,”

Speaking at a dinner tendered to 
a large group of Kingston, Ontario, 
men, H.’E. Stephenson, of the Mc-

ing the building of business. In un 
informative address, he stated that 
the best way to sell a product was to 
tell the truth about it, because the 
public read the newspaper advertis- 
ing -as a guide to the daily purchas- 
ing. Then he went on to give some 
advice to these Kingston business 
men, which advice is applicable to 
the business men of any community. 
He said: 

“If you have a local newspape., 
use it, even if you are located in 
one corner of the county and can 
only get value from a part of the 
circulation. Tell your story from 
time to time and you will profit by 
it. 

“The newspaper is an important 
factor in knitting together a com- 
munity, and to the extent that you 
can strengthen it you wil] be making 
the paper a stronger medium for 
your own and the manufacturers 

“Too many merchants endeayor to 
sidestep secing’ a ntwspaper: adver-

CAN WHEAT PRODUCTION 
COSTS BE REDUCED? 


(Experimenta; Farm Note) 


At present prices, profits from 
grain production have practically 
disappeared, Numerous remedial 
measures have been proposed. One 
uggestion of apparent merit is to 
reduce the cost of production. A num 
ber of questions are thus presented. 
What is the normal cost of produc- 
ing grain? What is the variation 1. 
the cost? Can costs of production be 
reduced? If so, to what extent and 
by what methods can reduction be 
affected? 

In an endeavour to answer such 
questions the Dominion Experimen- 
tal Farms have made a careful study 
of production costs in the: Prairie 
Provinces during the last few years. 
The results of this study will be re- 
leased shortly in Bulletin No. 159 of 
the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture ‘entitled “Cost of Producing 
Fanm Crops in the Prairie Provin- 
ces”.

The average cost 
of producing wheat after fallow on 
@ number of privately owned farms 
in 1929 was found to be $17.50 pea 
acre for a yield of 22.3 bushels or 
at a cost of 78 cents per bushel. 
These are average figures. Great 
variations exist, however, in the cost 
of producing wheat. For example the 
cost per acre on these farms for 
wheat after fallow ranged from as 
high as $24.77 to a low cost of $9.52. 
These figures indicate the extent of 
possible reduction in the per acre 
cost of producing wheat. Any one 
interested in this subject may obtain 
free a copy of this bulletin by writ- 
ing to the Publications Branch, De- 
partment of Agriculture, Ottawa.

The syrup and 
lemons attract the worm, bran gives 
the mixture bulk, and Paris green 
serves as an inexpensive and quick- 
acting poison. The following mixture 
will suffice for one acre, Bran, 4 ibs.; 
Paris green 1|5 of a pound; cheap 
syrup, a scant pint; 3\4.‘of a lemon; 
and 8|4 gallons water, The bran ate 
(Paris green are mixed dry. The 
g@uice of the lemon is. squeezed into 
the water, and the peel and pulp 
chopped to fine bits and adied. The 
syrup is then dissolved in the water 
and: fruit juice mixture and the 
liquid stirred into the bran and Paris 
green thoroughly in order to dampen 
it evenly. This bait should be spread 
along the rows of vegetables on scat- 
tered over strawberry and other beds 
where the worms are active. 
Kill Weeds by Chemicals 

There are now many chernical 
weed killers on the market, which 
have proved very successful in wip- 
ing out small plots of these pests and 
for cleaning up driveways and paths 
For poison ivy, one application any 
time during the growing season hus 
been effective, according to Profes- 
sor J. E. Howitt, of the Ontario Agri- 
cultural College, Other weeds elimin- 
ated in this way are ox-eye daisy, 
bind weed, Canada thistle, and most 
of those things like dandelions which 
make so many lawns unsightly.
